What is the Most Valuable Metal ? 


The so-called noble metals are 
usually considered the most valuable; 
but if we consider that the true value 
of a thing does not depend on its mere 
appearance, but on Its usefulness to 
mankind, it is evident that neither 
gold, silver, nor any of the other rare 
and expensive metals deserve to be 
considered the most valuable, but that 
the credit of superior usefulness over 
any other metal must be awarded to 
iron. 
The charming fiction called the 
“ History of Robinson Crusoe,” con­ 
tains an Incident illustrating this. It 
records that when the hero of the story 
found a lump of gold, he exclaimed 
with disdain that a nandful of iron 
nails would be worth more to him; 
and the fact that the value of a thing 
must fluctuate in proportion to the 
necessities of the individual, is illus­ 
trated by the well-known story of 
the famishing traveller, lost in an Af­ 
rican desert, who found a bag, which 
he eagerly picked up, supposing it con­ 
tained nuts, but when he looked inside, 
saw that they were only pearls and 
diamonds, he sank down in despair. 
Jn civilized and well organized soci­ 
ety there is never want of food. The 
famines of which we read in history, 
and which now-a-days occasionally 
ravish seml-civlized and barbarous 
countries, are, thanks to our progress 
and practical science, unknown among 
us 
We have not only the food, the 
fuel and material for olothing which is 
needed, but all the metals useful in 
the arts; and among these iron stands 
foremost. 
No golden or silver rail­ 
roads, steam-engines, etc., would be so 
efficient as those maae of that abund­ 
ant and therefore cheap metal, iron, 
which unites with its remarkable 
property of malleability, high melting 
power, etc., the interesting property of 
being capable of having all these pro­ 
perties increased or decreased by dif­ 
ferent treatment, so as to be almost a 
different metal. 
Who is not struck 
with the difference between common 
cat-iron, wrought-iron, 
Bessemer- 
steel, cast-steel, cement-steel, and that 
extremely hard variety of cast-iron 
which the Germans call Spiegel from 
and is made from the Franklite ore ? 
They all behave, to all practical intents 
iHjd purposes, 
us tqtally different 
metals. MUI 
— 
The late eloquent Edward Everett 
brought the usefulness and superior 
value of iron forcibly out in one of his 
public speeches, in which he compared 
the most usefül of all metals witn the 
most useful of all classes of society— 
the laboring class, the toilers, to whose 
hands we are indebted for everything 
that has value. His words were re 
ported thus: 
“ I have now in my hand a gold 
watch, which combines embellish­ 
ment and utility in happy proportions, 
and is very often considered a very 
valuable appendage to the person of a 
gentleman. Its hands, face, chain and 
case are of beautiful gold. Its gold 
seals sparkle with the ruby, topaz, 
sapphire, emerald. I open It and find 
that the works, without whloh this 


elegantly-furnished case would be a 
mere shell—those hands motionless 
and those figures without meaning— 
are made of brass. 
Investigating fur­ 
ther, and asking what the spring is 
made of by which these are put in mo­ 
tion, I am told it is steel. I ask, what 
is steel ? The reply is, It is iron which 
has undergone a certain process. So, 
then, I find the main spring, without 
which the watch would be motionless, 
and its hands, figures and embellish­ 
ments but mere toys, is not gold, (that 
is not sufficiently gold,) nor of brass, 
(that would notdo,) but of iron. Iron, 
therefore, is the most precious metal, 
and this watch but an emblem of soci­ 
ety. Its hands and figures, which tell 
the hour, resemble the master spirits 
of the age, to whose movement every 
eye is directed. Its useless but spark­ 
ling seals, sapphires, topazes, embel­ 
lishments, are the aristocracy. 
Its 
works of brass are the middle class, 
oy the increasing intelligence and 
power of which the master spirits of 
the age move; and its iron main­ 
spring, shut up in a box, always at 
work, but never thought of, except 
when it is disorderly, broken, or wants 
winding up, symbolizes the laboring 
class, which, like a main spring, we 
wind up by the payment of wages, 
which class' are shut up in obscurity, 
and though constantly at work and 
absolutely necessary to the movement 
of society, as the iron main spring is 
to the gold watch, are never thought 
of except when they require their 
wages, or are in want or disorder of 
some kind or other.”—[The Manufac­ 
turer and Builder. 


H o w th e y P la y e d o n n S e n a to r ia l A sp i­ 
r a n t in K a n s a s . 


A protracted contest, like the one 
through which we are passing, is not 
without its amusing and exciting in­ 
cidents.

H om e In Southern California. 
Taking everything into considera­ 
tion, Southern California offers better 
inducements to men of moderate 
means, who are looking for homes, 
than any other section of the Union. 
The States and Territories bordering 
on the Missouri river may furnish 
cheaper lands, and they may be more 
accessible to the emigrant from the 
Eastern States, but our superior cli­ 
mates and, above all, the great variety 
of our productions, overbalance that 
consideration. 
The settler on Government or rail­ 
road lands in Kansas or Nebraska is 
confined to stock-raising. He is such 
a distance from market that it will 
not pay to raise gfain, and there is 
nothing left for him to do but to feed 
cattle. To do this successfully requires 
a good deal of capital The rigor of 
the climate also compels hijn to ex­ 
pend large sums in erecting bqlklings 
for himself and stock. 
Here «the 
pursuits that open to the settler 
are legion. Fruit-raising has proven 
one of the most profitable of employ­ 
ments; the rearing of all kinds of stock 
is very remunerative; bees afford a 
large and certain profit; the castor 
bean and the olive are easily produced; 
the sllk-worm can be profitably reared; 
cotton is a eertain crop; tobacco grows 
without any trouble; and besides the 
many other products of the soil, manu­ 
factures of every kind are demanded 
by the population already here. 
The field is wide, and men of brains 
and business capacity need not wait a 
day for a chance of profitable employ­ 
ment. 


Real Estate. 


The coming year promises to be one 
of unusual activity in real estate tran­ 
sactions. Large numbers of Eastern 
people are looking for homes in our 
county, and with the returning ease 
in the money market those who were 
deterred from investing last Fall, will 
be looking around for locations. The 
fine outlook for agricultural operations 
will have a marked effect in increas­ 
ing the sales. Farming cannot help 
but be profitable, and the desire to own 
one’s home is decidedly strengthened 
by the increased ability to pay for it. 
Some lands are kept out of the market 
by speculators, who are holding for 
high prices, but there are sufficient 
that can be bought for reasonable 
figures, and we have no question but 
that buyers for them will be found 
more numerous than they have been 
for years. It is only necessary that 
full information of the great advan­ 
tages of Southern California shall be 
disseminated in the East to bring us a 
tide of emigration and fill our vacant 
lands with industrious occupants. 
The Chamber of Commerce is doing 
a good work in scatteriug this infor­ 
mation, but their efforts should be 
seconded by every one of our citizens.

The Express glides out of its uncom­ 
fortable position very gracefully, as 
witness the following from last eve­ 
ning’s issue: 
Our remarks yesterday, on the Creed 
n aymond & Co. grab, have called out 
a note from Judge Lindley denying 
that he is in any way connected with 
this brazen effort to plunder $25,000 
from the State Treasury. We are glad 
to know this, and equally pleased to 
place the Judge right on the record. 
Finding him where we had hoped he 
was, on the honest side in this extra­ 
ordinary e!aim,we shall now confident­ 
ly look to him to aid us in preventing 
the attempted spoliation of the Treas­ 
ury. 
It needs but that he should 
stamp the thing as a fraud to defeat 
it. This he does by inference in his 
note to us; but he owes it to his posi­ 
tion and to his pride of profession—a 
virtue which is eminently strong in 
him—to lift from the Codes the great 
burthen of a meditated infamy, which, 
if succeasful, will materially help to 
swell the prejudice against them.

would react to the destruction of his 
darling project of a perfeet Code sys­ 
tem. He is now a tower of strength 
on the side of the right.

Castor Oil as a Leather Preservative. 


A correspondent of the Germantown 
Telegraph, who says he lias tested all 
the patented preparations and popular 
recipes for preserving leather, prefers 
castor oil to all of them. He adds: 
‘•We have had boots a year old that 
we have oiled with it, and the leather 
was soft, Bmooth and waterproof to the 
last time they were used. 
We apply 
it clear, without heat. A little lamp- 
blaok might be used on old leather, 
but is seldom necessary on new, as the 
oil itself seems to keep the blacking 
on, and renders the leather black and 
of fine appearance. Those who have 
been annoyed with hard, cracked and 
water-soaked boots, the surface of the 
latter rough, without blacking, and 
the leather shrunken and wrinkled, so 
as to chafe, gall and otherwise punish 
the feet, will find castor oil, well ap­ 
plied, to be satisfactory. 
We have 
used it for wagons and buggies, and 
find it is in every way superior. It 
will wear longer, lubricate better, and 
is less objectionable than anything we 
know of.”

Common Council. 


Tho Mayor reported $21 50 on ac­ 
count of fines. Placed on file. 
The City Attorney reported concern­ 
ing the patent to city lands and was 
instructed to pursue the efforts made 
in that direction. He was also in­ 
structed to confer with Hancock to in­ 
duce him to withdraw his objections. 
Mr. Beaudry spoke in favor of ob­ 
taining the patent. The City Attor­ 
ney was instructed to obtain a patent 
if possible, and to withdraw the ob­ 
jections of the city. 
' The petition asking for a change in 
the Main Street Railroad charter was 
granted after it was reported back 
from the Special Committee, and an 
ordinance ordered drawn. 
The City Attorney was permitted to 
take certain papers and instruments 
from the archives, the letter of H. H. 
Bates to Delos Lake, the decree of con­ 
firmation, and the map accompanying 
them. They were ordered to be made 
matters of record. 
The special committee on changing 
the names of streets reported an ordi­ 
nance changing the streets as petition­ 
ed. This report was discussed ener­ 
getically, and action deferred one 
week to ascertain ‘the wishes of the 
people.

Assessor’s Salary. 


E d it o r H e r a l d : —In the Expresa 
of this evening it is stated that the 
bill now before the Legislature, fixing 
the salaries of the County Assessor 
and liis deputies, would, if passed, 
cause “tho Assessor’s office to yield a 
revenue of $7,500.” This is not correct. 
The delegation, in estimating the ex­ 
pense of making the assessment and 
the copy, report and other papers re­ 
quired by the State Board of Equaliza­ 
tion, and iu making the militia roll 
and statistical reports to the Surveyor 
General, have added the salary of one 
of the deputies twice over. The actual 
expense will amount to little over 
$0,000. In 1869 it amounted tu $5,797, 
being the tenth of one per cent, of the 
total valuation after equalization, 
which was the pay then, with little 
more than half the work now rendered 
necessary by the code and the con­ 
stantly increasing business of tho 
office. According to the bill now be­ 
fore the Legislature the number of 
deputies to be puid by the county will 
be as many as “in the judgment of the 
Board of Supervisors’’ will he con­ 


sidered necessary, and no more, no 
matter how many more may lie ap­ 
pointed by the Assessor. The bill also 
states that “the compensation allowed 
shall lie in full for all office work re­ 
quired of said Assessor, and in lieu of 
all other fees'”

The monthly report of the Silk Asso­ 
ciation of America furnishes the fol­ 
lowing statistics: The total value of 
the imports of manufactured silk land­ 
ed at tno port of New York during the 
last moutn was $1,719,190. 
The total 
value of silk entered for warehouse 
purposes during the month was $419,­ 
039, leaving the consumption $1,300,­ 
151. The amount thrown upon the 
market was $2,011,989. The imports 
consisted chiefly in sliks proper, 
crapes, ribbons, silk and cotton, and 
silk and worsted textures, anu the 
value is represented at the foreign 
cost of the goods in gold. The amount 
of silk-manufacturea goods imported 
from the 1st of July to the 31st of Jan­ 
uary, in 1872-3, was $18,010,765, while 
the imports of the last seven months 
are shown to he $12,508,850, which 
gives the falling oft' as $5,501,915. 
This fact speaks well for the extension 
of the trade in American manufactur­ 
ed silks, and furnishes conclusive evi­ 
dence of the excellence already attain­ 
ed 
by 
American 
manufacturers. 
Among the imports of raw silk for the 
month of January is included 234 
packages of Japan cocoons for Hart­ 
ford, and 201 packages of Japan silk­ 
worm eggs en route to Europe.

New York Wool Market. 


Domestic Fleece Wools—The market 
is characterized by a moderate demand 
for Fleece Wools, but prices continue 
to rule very firm. The fluest grades of 
Wool are scarce, and being in good re­ 
quest, in consequence of a better feel­ 
ing in the goods market, there is every 
prospect that prices will be main­ 
tained. 
Tlie coarser descriptions of 
Wool move slowly. 
Pulled Wools are in good inquiry at 
the recent advance in prices. 
California Wools are in moderate 
request, but there is no change to re­ 
port in quotations. 
Foreign Wools—Cape Wools are re­ 
ceiving considerable attention at har­ 
dening prices. They are relatively 
cheaper than Domestic, and are used 
as substitutes for Fleece. 
The receipts of Domestic Wool for 
the week under review were 1,306 bales, 
as compared with 1,007 bales last week, 
and 1,473 bales a fortnight since. The 
receipts since tlie first of January were 
5,886 bales, against 9,200 bales for a 
corresponding period last year.

Amber. 


Amber is a fossil resin believed to be 
the product of an antediluvian species 
of pines known as eoniferse. It is found 
in alluvial soils or on the sea-shore, 
where it is cast up by the action of 
the waves. 
In the latter case it is 
usually clinging to sea*weed, and gen­ 
erally rise* from the bottom after a 
severe storm. It Is a hard, semi-pel­ 
lucid, or opaque substance, tasteless 
and without smell, except when crusht 
ed or heated, when it emits a fragrant 
odor, w hich Is lilghly prized by inos- 
people, and especially by the Orien­ 
tals. 
A very large proportion of the am ­ 
ber of commerce is obtained from 
Prussia, and is found on the shores of 
the Baltic Sea, being fished for in the 
surf or dug out of the hillocks of sand 
which line the coast. This substance 
is also found on the shore of the Adria­ 
tic, at Cape Sable, in Maryland, and 
to some extent in England and other 
countries. According to tradition the 
Baltic is the site of an aucient.forest 
of immense extent, and the gum which 
exuded from the trees became hard 
and was thus preserved from destruc­ 
tion. Leaves, and even flies and in­ 
sects are frequently found imbedded 
in the mass, and specimens of this 
kind bring a high price. In some lo­ 
calities amber is found in ‘'nests,” but 
It is more commonly obtained in iso­ 
lated pieces. In the sand-hillocks reg­ 
ular beds are worked, enclosed in a 
soil of blue clay, which is to be met 
with at an average depth of one hun­ 
dred feet, and a thickness of twenty- 
five to thirty feet. In some instances 
amber is obtained by divers or by 
dredging along the sea-coast. I t va­ 
ries greatly in color, but is ' usually of 
yellowish tinge. 
The ancients had a very pretty con­ 
ceit regarding this substance, and 
fable says that it is “the petrified tears 
of the Heliades, Sisters of Phaeton, 
who fell from his father’s car when 
struck by the thunder-bolt of Jupiter.” 
These graceful virgins were turned 
into poplar trees after his untimely 
death, which they unceasingly mourn­ 
ed until thus changed both in form 
and condition. 
Amber is used in the manufacture 
of beads, crosses, drinking-cups, cigar- 
holders, rings, handles for canes, chess­ 
men, and many other useful as well as 
fancy articles. It is an article of con­ 
siderable export from Prussia; and, 
until within the last twenty-five years 
Turkish, Greek and Armenian traders 
came to Prussia to buy the raw or 
manufactured articles; but of late the 
business has been in great share mono­ 
polized by Danzig and Paris. 
The 
statistics show that in 1858 over 120,000 
pounds of the raw and manufactured 
article were shipped, to China, India 
and Japan, and about an equal quan­ 
tity sent to Poland, Turkey, Russia 
and Egypt. 
The beads and neck 
ornaments sent to Turkey and Egypt 
were used by the slave-traders in their 
nefarious tr&flc. A peculiar large and 
flat kind of beads are exported for 
neck-ornaments to Burmah to decorate 
the native idols. 
Mouth-pieces for 
pipes are also sent in large quantities 
to the East, as the Koran forbids the 
faithful followers of Mahomed to touch 
with their lips any part of a dead 
animal, such as horn, tortoise shell, 
etc. By distillation amber» yields an 
empyreumatic oil, and succinic acid. 
It is also the basis of an excellent 
varnish which is mostly made from 
the coarser varieties. 
The refuse is 
sold for medicinal and other purposes, 
and is sometimes used as a fumigator 
in ladies’ boudoirs. 
The price of this substance depends 
on its size, color and transparency. 
The most transparent is usually the 
most valuable; then follows the trans­ 
lucent, and lastly, the opaque. Of the 
last variety, the milky is preferable in 
the West, and the light yellow in the 
East. 
The best amber is relatively 
very costly, and this has caused specu­ 
lators to engage in the manufacture of 
an imitation that finds a ready sale in 
various parts of the world. 
" 
This artificial amber was first made 
by Professor Goeppert, a chemist of 
Breslau, who subjected pine resin and 
f 
ine boughs to a warm bath of 150 to 
80 degrees Fahrenheit, for about 
twelve weeks, and thus obtained an 
imitation without the smell of turpen­ 
tine, but with an acquired and fragrant 
odor; but unlike the genuine amber, 
it could be dissolved by subjecting it 
to the action of alcohol. Further ex­ 
periments were made with the resin 
of Venice turpentine and the boughs 
of the larch tree, which were subject­ 
ed to a like beat for one year, and the 
latter article more nearly resembled 
the genuine and was not dissolved by 
alcohol. It is thought that continued 
scientific experiment will yet produce 
an article more perfectly representing 
the qualities of genuine amber. 
Pieces of amber usually vary in size 
from the dimensions of a pea up to 
twenty ounces; but occesionally it is 
found in large masses weighing from 
ten to eighteen pounds. The latter, 
however, is said to be the largest ever 
known, and is preserved in its raw 
state in the Royal Cabinet of curiosi­ 
ties at Berlin. It was obtained about 
twelve miles from the shore of the 
Baltic; only a little below the surface 
of the ground. It is valued at ten 
thousand dollars. Pieces of one pound 
weight range from sixtv to seventy 
dollars, and a piece of thirteen pounds 
would be worth about five thousand 
dollars. The value of the article in­ 
creases greatly with its size. 
Formerly the Prussian Government 
exercised great rigor in the punish­ 
m ent of all persons who entered upon 
the business of gathering or selling 
amber without a permit from the 
proper authorities. 
An 
individual 
purloining amber from the sea shore 
was liable to be punished with death. 
A t present one or more joint stock 
companies enjoy the exclusive privil­ 
ege of dealing in this commodity, and 
pay large sums for the Royal monopo­ 
ly.—[N. Y. M. Journal. 


The Vasco de Gama, of the new 
China line, wants her bottom scraped, 
and ought to have it scraped now. But 
it will cost 13,000 to scrape it here,and 
only $1,200 to scrape it in Hongkong, 
so she will wait till she gets back to 
Hongkong. This is an illustration of 
w hat is occurring here every day. No 
sea-going vessel buys any supplies in 
Ban Francisco, or has any work done 
here that can possibly be avoided. 
Even vessels owned here purchase all 
their stores and tackle, and have all 
their repairs made in foreign ports. 
The reason of this is the tariif for the 
protection of American industry, which 
makes ship stores and repairs of all 
sorts cost in American ports from fifty 
to one hundred per cent more than 
anywhere else. 
W ith free trade in 
these articles the business of supplying 
and repairing*deep sea vessels would 
be one of the largest business in San 
Francisco. As it is, itlam .ounts to al­ 
most nothing.—[S. F. Post
